Auditor's    Report. 


Canaan,  N.  H.,  Feb.  25,  1S95. 

The  undersigned,  Auditors  of  the  said  town  of  Canaan,  have 
examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  Selectmen,  Overseer  of 
the  Poor,  Collector,  and  Highway  Agents  of  said  town  for  the 
year  ending  Feb.  15,  1895,  and  find  them  correct  and  properly 
vouched. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a  difference  of  $39  81  between 
the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  amount  of  money  paid  Highway 
Agents,  and  the  amount  reported  by  the  Selectmen.  This  arises 
from  the  fact  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  year  paid  an  order  drawn 
by  the  Selectmen  of  last  year  for  the  amount  reported  as  due 
Messrs.  Dwinels  and  Hall,  Highway  Agents,  less  $5.10.  The 
town  report  of  last  year  stated  that  the  town  owed  Messrs.  Dwin- 
els and  Hall  a  balance  of  I44  91,  and  Mi.  Adams  owed  the 
town  a  balance  of  $5  10.  Mr.  Adams  paid  over  to  Messrs. 
Dwinels  and  Hall  $s  10,  and  the  treasurer  paid  the  order  re- 
ferred to  of  ^39  81,  settling  in  full  the  claim  of  Messrs.  Dwinels 
and  Hall  for  $44  9 1 . 

The  accounts  of  the  Highway  Agents  for  1893  have  never  been 
presented  to  the  auditors. 

The  Auditors  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  method  of 
reporting  trust  funds  is  incorrect.  Such  funds  if  appropriated  by 
the  town  should  be  reported  as  liabilities.  The  right  of  the  town 
to  so  appropriate  trust  funds,  is  to  say  the  least,  open  to  question.
